pride wtis the performance^, of a . credit- 
able week's work, are now idleby com- 
pulsion. Tho occupation of thousands 
of bread-winners is temporarily taken 
from them and with a winter of unusual 
severity already conitucnced, liunger 
and hardsliip stare them in the face. 
Tnat this is not the case with British 
Columbians surely thero is good cause 
to be thankful. Prom England cross in 
imagination to the "Sunny South" of 
our neighbor, the United States. Is 
the picture ro.scate there? How many 
families can be numbered from whom 
that dreaded scourge, yellow fever, has 
carried off one, two, three, four or 
more member.-3l How many families have 
been totally etJkced, not one member 
being left to tell the tale of woe? Should 
noi. British Columbia rejoice that she 
has escaped such a fearful visitation, and

Nor have cities 
iiearer-home beeii free from trouble. 
San Francisco has witnessed more ac- 
tual poverty than she has ever before 
experienced — a class of poverty almost 
entirely unknown lo rhe people of tho 
Province. Better accounts, however, 
of late came from California, and it is 

V' hoped that ere long she will regain her 
former prosperity. In the history of 
nations 1878 cannot be written down 
as a chapter of peace; for it has beheld 
tho horrors of war between Russia 
and Turkey, and between England and 
Afghanistan. Por a period too of the 
most intense anxiety the peace of all 
Europe was tremblmg in the balance 
and, had it not been for the great dip-

THE aUTJlO TUXXEL. 



It is said in well-informed circles 
that the great Sutro tunnel promises, 
like tho Hoosac Tunnel, to bo some- 
thing of a white elephant on the hands 
of its owners. When Mr. Sutro com- 
menced his tunnel tho design was to 
strike tho bottom of tho shafts or the 
Comstock lode, so that, instead of 
pumping and hauling the water and 
ore upward for a matter of 1,G!0 feet, 
these materials might descend of their 
own gravity through the mountain by 
way of tho tunnel, and find themselves 
in tho open air at tho level of tho Car- 
son Hiver. But the construction of 
tho tunnel, which is 20,489 feet long, 
necessarily took up many years, and 
during the interim tho wonderful riches 
at lower depths of tho Comstock lodo 
had been discovered. Tho Savago mino 
is now 360 feet deeper than tho tun- 
nel, and other shafts are nearly as 
deep. Tho tunnel, therefore, is of less 
utility to tho mino-ownersthan it would 
have been, as they will now havo to 
maintain their pumping and hoisting 
gear, though not to the same power as 
before. Tho mine-owners, therefore, 
refuse to carry out their agreement 
with tho tunnel company to pay §2 on 
every ton of or© extracted. Suits are 
being brought to compel performance 
of the contract. Mr. Sutro says that 
the tunnel is just as valuable to tho 
mines as it was expected to be when 
commenced. Obviously, it would not 
cost as much to raise water 3G0 feet as 
it now does to raise it 2,000 feet ; and, 
irrespective of this, the benefit to the 
mines of tho freo ■rcntilation provided 
by tho tunnel is incalculable. At pre- 
sent men can only work ten or fifteen 
minutes at a time, but when tho tunnel 
i.s fully opened they will bo able to 
work eight hours at a stretch, and of 
course the production will be vastly 
increased. As tho mining companies 
are vnry wealthy, the litigation is likely 
to bo long and bitter.

EtJROPE. 
Berlin, Dec. 30. — -The all absorbing 
to()ic is tho financial situation. The 
resuli of to-morrow's sitting in the 
Bunderath, when the Chancellor's let- 
ter on tho customs tariff will bo con- 
sidered, is awaited with the greatest 
interest. Free traders intend calling a 
huge meeting in tliis city soon for the 
purpose of protesting against Bismarck's 
policy. 

Rome, Dec. 30. — Tho Vatican organ, 
the Ohservatore Romanp, publishes fi 
letter from tlis Pops to the Archbishop 
of Collogue. The Pope say.y that from 
tiie commencement of his pontificate he 
has desired peace between tho Prince's 
people and the church. He has turn- 
ed his thoughts in preferenco toward 
the noble Gerniaa nation, but God 
alone knows whether the work is near 
success. He declarea that he will con- 
tinue in the path hitherto pursued and 
appeals to the German bishops to obey 
all laws not coiUrar}' to their faith and 
concludes, "We must pray God to lead 
the noble and powerful Emperor of 
Geriiiaiiy and his advisers to show more 
disposition towards good will.'' The 
letter is dated Dec. 24th. 

St. Petersdurg, Dec. 30. — When 
General Kaufinann arrives deliberation 
will begin on the gradual introduction 
of a .system of adiniiiistratioii in Turkis- 
tan conforiiiably with the diversity of 
populations. The Chinese frontier 
question will also be fully discussed 
with tho Chinese amba.ssador. Russia 
has no intention of surrendering Kuldja. 

It is reported the Veterinary In- 
stitute at Charkoil', whore the students' 
agitation originated, will be removed 
outside of the town. The Technical In- 
stitute at Tschugnjeff will be closed al- 
together and the Medical Academy will 
forbid deliberations of students without 
permission from the academical author- 
ities. 

Bi'LfiUADE, Dec. 30. — -The OJicial 
Journal publishes an indictment for 
high trea.son against the pretender 
Karageorwo witch. Tho indictment 
alleges that he formed a plot to assas- 
sinate Prince Milan at Semondria last 
November. The Prince, however, be- 
ing warned, disembarked at Dubro- 
vitzfi. 

London, Dec. 31. — A Berlin dis- 
patch says the federal council has de- 
creed Prince Bismarck's letter to the 
tariff commission with, however, a 
special proviso that the council does 
not thereby commit itself to an approval 
of the projiosals of the letter.

London, Deo. 31. — A dispatch from 
Berlin says many Rus.sian student.^, 
arrested for participation in recent dis- 
turbances, had been banished to Si- 
beria.

Englisli Kill. ' 

(Pur bteamer IsabeL) 

Tho'BisUop of Npr«4ch 'was in a 
.somewhat' comical strait the other day. 
He set his palace at the disi)o.'«il of tiie 
sutTerers from the recent floods in that 
city. One of the refugees turned out 
to bo an old woman who had been bed- 
ridden for twenty years ; and when tho 
waters had sul^d^ and it was time to 
send her home, it was found she did 
not knov,- where she lived, nor whence 
sho came ; the old creature stating 
also she had neither friends nor rela- 
tions in the world. Thus, a.s the work- 
house was full, in common with all 
other convenient receptacles of tho 
kind, tho worthy Bishop could do no- 
thing else than lodge and aceoniniodate 
the dame in llu; palace, and for aught 
known she still remains as the Bishop's 
guest. 

A curious case has occurred at Ded- 
dington, Oxfordshire. A fanner nam- 
ed John Carpenter was charged with 
cruelly ill-treating a number of fowls 
by overcrowding them. Ho caused to 
bo convoyed from Littlo Now to Bar- 
ton, in a waggon measuring 1 1 feet iiy 
4 feet, and covered with a sheet, seven- 
teen geeso, fourteen turkey .s, and a 
largo number of fowls, and, upon ar- 
riving at their destination, forty fowls 
wero found to bo dead. For the de- 
fence it was contended that the defen- 
dant had notliing to lio with packing 
the fowls. He was lined ill. and £1 
Is costs. 

Notice has been given of a bill for 
next session of Parliament for the 
settlement of the atfairs of tho City of 
Gla.sgow Bank by arbitration, for the 
appointment of one of the Jiidget of 
tlu! Court of Session as arbitrator, and 
for conferring on him such spcial 
powers as would in the circumstaiiccs 
nioko such an office effectual for the 
o'oject contemplated. The name of a 
London (irm of Parliamentary agents, 
and that of a London firm of solicitors, 
are appended to the notice. 

• The Afghan jiapors have appeared, 
and fill nearly a page of the papers. 
Tho Liberal papers find in them a 
strong confirmation of their policy, and 
th ^ Conservativa organs view them as 
vindicating the Government. Tho 
Timesawms up as follow: — "The general 
result of the papers cannot be regarded 
with satisfaction so far as they relate 
to the general conduct ot the British 
Governments in the past; but it is not 
unsatisfactory as regards our conduct 
in the present." 

At a meeting of influential citizens 
of Glasgow a scheme for the relief of 
the unemployed in the city was sub- 
mitted and ajiproved of. A large num- 
ber of men, who represented that they 
were in a starving condition, being un- 
able to procure work, were relieved by 
direction of the Corporation. 

After a trial lasting over the unusual 
period of eleven days, a special jury 
has found the sinall-pox hospital at 
Hampstead to be a nuisance to tho res- 
idents and owners in its vicinity, both 
by the fact of its existence and on ac- 
count of the necessary coming and go- 
ing of infected persons. 

There are fifteen cases of typhoid 
fever in Huncoat village, four miles 
from Burnley. It appears that a far- 
mer named Jonathan Olegg had the 
fever in the house, and that those who 
attended the patient had also dealt 
with him in milk. AH the persons 
sufl'ering have received milk from the 
farmer. 

A sharp controversy ir, being waged 
about nude artists, models, nude stat- 
ues, and nude pictures. One side takes 
the simple ground that they aro im- 
moral and indecent; the other that 
there is nothing indecent in the "hu- 
man form divine." This section of dis- 
putants omit to state that tho form di- 
vine in ordinary life thinks it needful 
to cover itself with vestments. 

The London correspondent ot the 
Scotsman writes : — " It is reported, and 
believed by many, that the Qovern- 
mcnt will di.s.solve Parliament imme- 
diately at the end of the ensuing ses- 
sion. I can state on authority tiiat 
there is no truth whatever in the ru- 
mor." 

The electric light has been introduc- 
ed iu the fernery and conservatory of 
the British Aquarium with satisfactory 
results. The nave of the Bristol cathe- 
dral was experimentally lighted by 
electric light, and the result was most 
successfuL 

The Civil Service Co-operative Stores 
seem to be in a flourishing condition. 
Yesterday they were able to divide 
£93,000 profit among the hard-worked 
servants of the Crown. 

The Lancet protests against the new 
prison regulation excluding the press 
when flogging takes place in prison. It 
says horrid barbarities may now take 
place unchecked by public opinion. 

Another largo failure is reported 
from Dundee, that of Mr. James Ram- 
say, merchant, with liabilities stated 
to amount to £50,000. 

The last Fenian prisoner has been 
released, and at tho present time no 
political convicts are detained in any 
part of the United Kingdom.
